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Another Year with Balloon Tires 


“Tf I were buying a new tractor I 
would want one with rubber tires,’’ 


says Fred Hawthorn 


Monona County, lowa 


YEAR ago I reported 
A my brief rubber tire 
experiences in the Farm 
Journal. I have now had a 
full year’s added experience, 
covering a much greater va- 
riety of work under all kinds 
of soil and weather conditions, 
and have been asked to give another report of my findings. 
I used the same tractor as last year, a general purpose, four- 
speed machine weighing a little less than 3,500 pounds loaded. 
Balloon tires, 9 x 36 inches, were used on the rear wheels and 
extra weights were added when needed for the heavier loads. 
I had used this tractor a season with steel wheels so am able to 
compare the two types of wheel equipment. 

All the usual corn belt field operations were successfully per- 
formed with rubber tires last year. The same implements were 
operated in from one to two higher gears than was possible the 
previous year with steel wheels and this resulted in a gain of 
20 per cent in work output with a corresponding saving in fuel. 

Rubber tires added enough extra power on the draw-bar to 
allow a change from a two-bottom to a three-bottom plow which 
speeded up the plowing job 
nearly a third and cut fuel 
consumption from 2.23 gal- 
lons to an average of 1.69 
gallons per acre for the 
season. 

Plowing under a heavy 
weed growth offered no 
obstacles to rubber tires, 
even on dewy mornings, but 
when a creek flood washed 
mud over parts of the field, 
trouble began. After getting 
stuck several times, I finally 
managed to get a shallow 
furrow opened up and then 
could plow through these 
muddy spots by holding land 
wheel from spinning with 
the brake and pulling load 
with the furrow wheel. 

I was hung up once in a 
soft spot with a 14-foot disk 
and on another occasion was 
stuck in a mud puddle with 
a corn binder and had to 
wrap log chains around the 
tires to get out. These 
experiences illustrate the main disadvantage of rubber tires. 

I have had experience with every known type of wheel and 
can condemn them all on the same grounds. A steel wheel with 
either spade or angle iron lugs will fill up under wet conditions 
so that there is little more traction than if the lugs were removed. 
The open wheel, with narrow rim and overhanging lugs, will 
pull under slick surface conditions but will bog down where 
there is no firm footing underneath. 


Balloons and Chains or Wheels and Lugs? 


HE gist of the matter is that each type of wheel equipment 

has its advantages as well as its disadvantages. Rubber tires 
are probably the most efficient type of wheel equipment under 
normal working conditions. If it is necessary to be able to 
work under all conditions, one should add a set of special tractor 
tire chains to his equipment. 

In the hills rubber tires may creep a little under heavy loads 
but will not dig down like lugged wheels. When pulling in a 
hard road, lugs break up the compacted top surface, thus de- 
stroying their own footing, while the rubber tire grips this hard 
surface and outpulls the lugged wheel by quite a margin. 

I have done jobs with rubber tires that would have been out 
of the question with steel wheels. When listing out some fall 
plowing we had to travel in fourth gear as the lister would not 
scour at a slower speed. Steel wheels would not handle this 
load in a gear faster than second. When cutting corn fodder, 
one wheel had to run over the bundles left from the previous

round. Lugged wheels would 
have cut the bands and dam- 
aged the fodder while the 
rubber tires passed over the 
bundles without injury. 

Breaking stalks with a rail, 
pulled at high speed, would 
be a tough job with a lugged 
tractor, as this job must be done when the ground is frozen hard. 
No trouble at all with rubber tires. In handling hay crops the 
advantages of rubber tires are obvious. 


How Long will Tires Last? 


UBBER tires should prolong the life of a tractor in several 
ways. First, road shocks are greatly reduced. Besides this, 
the rubber cushions the entire transmission mechanism. The 
drive wheels, contacting the ground, act in the capacity of a 
friction clutch between the tractor and implement. When over- 
loaded, this clutch slips, the rubber tire clutch slipping smoothly 
while the lugged wheel clutch slips with a jerky action com- 
parable to a gear slipping cogs. 
Steel lugged wheels stir 
up a lot of dust and, in 
spite of filters and other 
protective devices, some of 
this dust finds its way into 
the machinery. Rubber 
tires pick up very little dust, 
an additional factor in in- 
creasing tractor life and per- 
haps the life of the operator 
as well. I consider the extra 
comfort that rubber tires 
give the operator in reducing 
jolting and field dust is an 
important point. 

Many farmers ask how 
long a set of tractor tires 
will last. Frankly I do not 
know. These tires, after 
three years of service, show 
no appreciable wear. The 
natural deterioration of the 
rubber will probably be the 
main factor in determining 
tractor-tire life. For this 
reason it is important that 
a rubber-tired tractor be 
kept in the shed when not 
in use. This may prove to be a blessing in disguise in that more 
farmers will form the habit of housing their tractors. 

Rubber tires have changed my tractor habits in this respect: 
Often I used to leave the tractor out on the job and haul fuel 
to it. Now, with easy riding tires, I always unhook at night and 
ride to the shed in high. Here, with the proper equipment 
handy, the tractor can be re-fueled, greased and serviced more 
efficiently than in the field. Then too, time is saved by making 
this work a part of the routine chores, done before breakfast, 
instead of taking the time out of field work hours. Another ad- 
vantage to the plan is that there is less danger of having gas or 
tools snitched when the tractor is in the shed at night. 

Our automobile experience leads us to associate pneumatic 
tires with such unpleasant matters as punctures, blow-outs 
and the like. However, I still have my first tire to remove, in 
spite of the fact that the tractor has made trips through a nail- 
infested farm-yard nearly every day during the working season. 

Rubber tires mean an added investment to a tractor. To 
compensate for this, they will add about 20 per cent to the ca- 
pacity of the tractor by allowing the use of higher gears when 
pulling the same load. At the same time they will also save 
close to 20 per cent on the fuel bill. The saving in wear and 
tear on the tractor unit as well as on the operator are factors 
hard to estimate but I would guess they were as important as 
the fuel saving. In short, after another year’s experience with 
rubber tires, if I were buying a new tractor this spring, I think I 
would want it equipped with rubber and probably would add a 
set of chains to the job to take care of emergency conditions. 
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A Day at the Hay Driers 








mind being a 

cow if I could 
have plenty of al- 
falfa like that to 
eat.’”” The young 
fellow at the Walk- 
er-Gordon farm at 
Juliustown, to 
whom I made that 
remark, allowed: ‘‘That wouldn’t be bad.” 

We both sniffed the green, leafy, fragrant alfalfa hay that 
was coming from the rotary mechanical drier. An hour or so 
earlier the hay was alive and growing in the field, and now it 
was going into bags to be stored and fed. 

The Walker-Gordon farm was my first stop on a trip to some 
of the farms where hay is being dried artificially. It was 9.30 
in the morning. A truck had just pulled into the shed that 
housed the rotary drier. The driver climbed up on the load 
of freshly cut alfalfa and forked it onto a table from which it 
was distributed in the carrier of an ensilage cutter by a man 
on the ground. 

The green alfalfa, cut into pieces an inch long, was blown 
into a metal drum near the roof; from there it fell into a revolving 
metal cylinder about eight feet in diameter and 40 feet long, 
with a slope of about six inches toward the far end. On the 
side of the cylinder was a thermometer which registered a tem- 
perature of 290° F. That’s how hot it was inside the cylinder, 
where the cut alfalfa was being dried by a blast of hot gases. 

I went to the far end of the revolving cylinder and peeped in 
through a small hole in the expansion chamber, into which the 
dried alfalfa was being discharged from the revolving cylinder. 
I could see the flame of burning fuel oil at the other end of the 
cylinder, where the green alfalfa was going in. As the drum 
revolved, the alfalfa was carried halfway around on steel shelves 
riveted to the inner walls of the cylinder. Each time it fell from 
a shelf it landed a little nearer to the exit end of the cylinder, 
through which I was looking. A conveyor carried the dried 
hay from the exit end of the cylinder to a bagging station along- 
side the drier. 


Single Drum Type Drier 


HIS drying outfit is what the hay drier men call a single 

rotary drum. Oil is used for heat. The output of the drier is 
about a ton of dried hay per hour. This plant at Juliustown 
handles 250 acres of alfalfa. Nine men were doing the cutting, 
hauling, feeding and bagging. One man ran the tractor mower, 
two took care of the loading, one drove the rake, two men drove 
trucks, one man fed the silage cutter, two looked after the 
drier and bagged the dried hay (discharged from the drier 
into a feed mill which grinds it into meal). The haul was up to 
one mile. Small size trucks have been found better than the

larger ones—less 
waste of time.

Here the Walker-Gordon farm 
has one of the Arnold rotary driers. It consists of three re- 
volving drums, one inside the other. This drier is now in its 
fourth season—the old tunnel drier, used for several years, has 
been dismantled. It was about noon when I stopped at Plainsboro, 
and the Arnold drier was handling alfalfa cut that forenoon. 


Easy Unloading Makes Less Work 


T Plainsboro the green alfalfa is pulled from the trucks by. 
means of a cable laid flat on the truck before loading begins. 
When the load drives up to the drier the ends of the cable are 
made fast and the truck drives out from beneath the load, 
leaving the alfalfa on the ground. It is forked into cutters 
whose carriers are level with the ground. 

The cut alfalfa is dropped on a belt which carries it to a second 
belt, from which it is dropped into the mouth of the revolving 
drums. It is blown through the drums by a blast of hot air 
and gases, and finally into a grinder which turns it into alfalfa 
meal. Two men bag the meal and load it on a truck. It takes 
about 15 minutes for the green alfalfa to go through the drier 
and come out as alfalfa meal. The rate of drying is about a 
ton (of dried meal or hay) an hour. 

My next stop was at the farm of C. H. Fulmer, near Nazareth, 
Pa. Fulmer’s is one of the tunnel driers. Concrete was used 
generously in building this drier. The walls of the tunnel, 
considerably over 100 feet long, nine feet wide and fully as 
deep, are of concrete blocks. This drier was shut down; the 
first time for the season—and that was the first week in August. 

Less than a half mile away on the Meadow Brook Farm was 
another of the Fulmer driers (tunnel type) in operation. About 
the only difference between this and the original Fulmer plant 
is that the tunnel in this newer one is of sheet metal instead of 
concrete. The whole layout is not so very different from the 
old Mason tunnel drier at Plainsboro, which readers of The 
Farm Journal have read about at various times. In this type 
of drier the crop to be dried is carried through a heated tunnel 
on an endless belt. 

When I stopped at Meadow Brook the trucks were bringing 
hay a distance of ten miles to the drier. Three tractor mowers 
had just moved into this distant location in the morning, the 
trucks had caught up and were waiting for [Cont. on page 18

The Alfalfa-Timothy Alliance

T IS a subject for endless argument, whether the excess of 

unsalable farm products during the last seven years should 
be called over-production or under-consumption. 

There are earnest defenders of both theories, and when we 
speak of farm surpluses, as we 
have often had occasion to do, 
until recently, some of Our Folks 





are pretty sure to pounce on us 





to give the administration the 
benefit of the doubt and go along 
with the experiment. We thought 
we might be wrong about it. 


We know now that we were s 
right, as were many other millions Ps 
of Americans. The NRA was Ly, 
wrong in theory, and in practise \ dd (y) 


is very close to a total flop. 

There is no need to amplify 
the details—the enormous ex- 
‘ pense and confusion, the smoth- 
ering of small business, the whole- 
sale promotion of labor hostility, 
the price-boosting conspiracies in 
some trades that go by the name 
of codes, the 18-month post- 
ponement of sound recovery from 
the depression. 

All of these things have in- 
jured agriculture. The micro- 
scopic gains that the NRA may 
claim—higher buying-power of 
workmen, the end of child labor 
and sweat shops—are largely 
illusions. In any case they have 
helped farming not at all. 

The NRA is visibly breaking 
up, and may be further pulver- 
ized by Supreme Court decisions 











with harsh words. There is, 
they say, no such thing as over- 
production of food and fibers, as 
long as any human being goes 
hungry or ill-clothed. 

At the risk of appearing hard- 
boiled, we must say that we take 
no stock in that idea. We shall 
insist on calling it over-produc- 
tion whenever consumers are 
unwilling, or unable, to buy all 
that is offered for sale. When 
farmers produce more than con- 
sumers can buy, it does not help 
consumers, and it is ruinous to 
agriculture. 

But why are some consumers 
unable to buy? It is no answer 
to say that they have no money, 
for that merely changes the form 
of the question to this: why do 
some consumers have no money? 
The plain reason is that these 
consumers are not themselves 
producing any goods or services 
that can be exchanged for farm 
products. 

From this point, we could go 
on into endless discussion of un- 
employment and the whole the- 











by the time you read this. 








Whether this is so or not, eco- 
nomic forces, which will not long 
tolerate the artificial and un- 
sound, would alone destroy the 
system in time. Regardless of 
the Supreme Court, or anything else, the NRA is doomed. 

It may be prolonged after June 16 by pressure of Mr. RICH- 
BERG and the NRA bureaucracy, anxious to save their faces 
and their jobs, and the short-sighted beneficiaries of the price- 
boosting codes. Wedo not know. We do know that agriculture 
can write the death notice of the NRA on June 16 if it wishes, 
and that is what it should now proceed to do.

ory of depressions and recoveries. 
But that is aside from the point, 
which is the distinction, if any, 
between over-production and un- 
der-consumption. 

In our opinion, there is no real distinction. They are different 
names for the same thing. As far as agriculture is concerned, 
we say that over-production is real, surpluses are real, and the 
only cure for them is to cut down to a point where production is 
no greater, or little greater, than effective demand. 

The hungry should be fed, the ill-clothed kept warm. But 
that is not the responsibility of agriculture, except as it may 
be the duty of individual farmers in individual cases. It is the 
responsibility of the nation as a whole, and more especially the 
industries and trades and their social agencies. 

Agriculture is the goat for many things. It should not be 
made the goat for maladjustments in the rest of the social struc- 
ture, which it can do nothing to correct, and for which it can 
not possibly be blamed.

Choose Suitable Fabrics 


INDOW draperies should harmonize or contrast in color 

with the furnishings and walls. They should be in good 
proportion to the window structure and the size of the room, and 
the materia! should be suitable. In many types of country homes 
nothing is more pleasing than the simple ruffled muslin cur- 
tains, either plain or dotted, which are looped back from the 
window at each side. These go especially well with the Colonial 
type house. Where these curtains are used color must be brought 
into the rooms by other methods in sufficient amount to offset 
the large expanses of white at the windows. Side hangings will 
accomplish this but sometimes it is better to obtain color through 
the wallpaper, lamp shades, pillows and 
accessories. 

If the wallpaper is conspicuously 
figured, it will be necessary to use plain 
over-draperies, or if there is much de- 
am sign in the upholstery, but where the 
Pea paper, rugs and upholstery are subdued 
in pattern, fairly large figures may be 
used in the cretonne or glazed chintz 
hung at the side of the windows.

It is always well to consider the colors in draperies more 
than the design, for draperies should be wide enough to hang in 
folds so close that the design is much broken. Excepting in 
bedrooms, small figures are not particularly desirable for window 
hangings. They lack style and smartness. 

In small rooms and at small casement windows, as well as 
those high in the wall, glass curtains may be used with over- 
draperies omitted. The most effective side draperies are of 
floor length, hanging straight, unless the room possesses too high 
a ceiling, then if made sill length they cut the apparent height. 
Much can be done to change a badly proportioned window by

the bacteria. Some 
molds cause the kernel 
to rot in the tester while 
others are to be found 
on kernels that show 
perfect germination.

cial growers with apple 
crops rating 90 per cent 
clean, or better. A 
wonderful record for any group of states. 

‘This progress was made under the banner 
of what are known as 90 per cent clean apple 
clubs. The oldest of these is still going strong 
in New Hampshire where 60,500 bushels of 
McIntosh, 4,100 of Delicious, 1,300 of Wealthy 
and 400 of Northern Spy were certified in 1934 as fancy grade, 
so far as freedom from insect and disease injury was concerned. 
The inspection does not take into account such other grade 
qualifications as size of fruit, color and damage from limb-rub. 
Tree inspection of 132,000 bushels of fruit was made to deter- 
mine these top 66,300 bushels. 

Five years of the club established the new standard in com- 
mercial orchards in Massachusetts, in the opinion of the state 
extension service; so a state-wide apple inspection service was 
substituted in 1934 ‘‘to determine grade distribution and reasons 
for apples falling below fancy grade.’”’ About 120 two-bushel 
samples were inspected during the harvest season. 

In New Hampshire, however, the club represents more than 
a demonstration that top-quality fruit can be grown. In the 
words of C. O. Rawlings, extension horticulturist: 

“Its biggest benefits are gained from its records of repre- 
sentative orchards throughout the fruit-growing sections of the 
state. These records reveal the relative abundance of the 
various pests, thus giving the county extension agents a factual 
basis for their recommendations.” 

Massachusetts had led every year in the number of com- 
mercial growers raising 90 per cent clean fruit. Her record 
number was 87 in 1933. In five years 120 different growers 
made the club; five of them each of the five years. 

Rhode Island’s membership in the 90 per cent club has not 
exceeded 10 in any year. The club’s biggest year in New En- 
gland, 1933, Maine had 29 successful growers. 

Twenty-six Maine growers made club membership in 1934 
with a total of 50,774 bushels of acceptable fruit. Twenty-four 
New Hampshire growers qualified with 66,300 bushels. Maine 
inspection included 12 varieties. Only the “New England 
Seven”? are considered in New Hampshire. These include 
McIntosh, Gravenstein, Baldwin, Delicious, Rhode Island 
Greening and Northern Spy. F. E. Perkins 
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Many farmers believe that if they are 
so lucky as to have seed corn from the 
drought-hit 1934 crop they won’t need 
to test for germination because of the 
late fall that dried corn out. 

Let’s see about it. Most seed that has been properly stored 
should show a satisfactory germination, but it will need testing 
for another reason. Molds that will cause rotting of seed in 
the ground are more prevalent than they have been for a dozen 
years. The late fall and September rains hatched out an un- 
usual second brood of the corn ear worm. Drought had the 
same effect on corn as undernourishment does on a child or pig 
and left it open to the attacks of disease. 

Molds will show up in the rag doll tester as discolored patches 
on the grain, often spreading to the doll. The tester makes

them easily apparent as the warm, moist doll provides ideal

right if a good seed corn 
disinfectant is used. The 
use of seed disinfectants 
should prove of great value this spring. 

There are six or eight varieties of damaging 
molds on corn, but to a person not acquainted 
with them the best method is to discard corn 
that shows a fuzzy coloring. 

Practically every ear of corn, too, will have 
ear-worm damage unless it was planted unusually early last 
year. These kernels in which the skin is broken will grow unless 
the germ is injured but are likely to rot in the ground. Other 
kernels will show cracks lined with brown around the kernel. 
These will rot also. 

Two-year-old seed will be used by many, but they can not be 
sure of satisfactory germination without using the tester.

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A strain of cabbage that ‘‘won’t smell up the 
house”’ is announced by Professor C. H. Myers 
of the department of plant breeding at Cornell 
University. It is one of 15 new strains developed. 

The non-smelling type is a selection from a well known old 
uropean variety called the Early Savoy. Some of the boosters 
for this new variety claim that when it is cooked in the kitchen 
the odor can not be detected in the front parlor (and some 
claim the same for old varieties if the kettle is not covered). 


@. Maryland Golden, a new sweet potato developed by 
Thomas White, Maryland Experiment Station, in 1928, is going 
places and doing things in the Old Line state. It got into the 
hands of commercial growers in 1930. Last year over 300 acres 
were grown in Wicomico county alone. 

This new variety is a selection of Big-stem Jersey. When Mr. 
White was testing selections, he noticed two hills that had sal- 
mon-colored skin and yellow flesh. He preserved these carefully 
during the winter, bedded them in the spring and produced as 
many plants as possible. These were then planted alongside 
the original plants and tested. 

The new sweet potato is popular with growers because it 
yields well and brings a good price. Consumers like it because 
of its yellow flesh and good cooking qualities. Certified seed is 
available from Maryland growers whose names can be secured 
from Dr. John Heuberger, Maryland Agricultural College, 
College Park, Md. 


@, Frank J. Keplinger called at Washington Square one chilly 
day in February and told the editors of two of his new varieties 
which are now available from seedsman and nurserymen. 

One of these is the Gem everbearing strawberry, which Mr. 
Keplinger rates way ahead of Mastodon on all points. W. F. 
Allen tried the new berry last year for the first time and recom- 
mends Gem for trial. Of the new variety he says: ‘‘As at- 
tractive as Mastodon in the package; good size and ships well; 
berries lighter in color than Mastodon; plant produces runners 
quite freely; shipment made October 30 brought 40 cents per 
quart on wholesale market in Philadelphia.” 

The other new variety Mr. Keplinger told us about is the 
White Gold bean (navy bean). It is a cross of an outstanding 
navy bean and the McCaslan pole bean; yields four times as 
heavy as Robust; can be harvested at 50 to 60 days; resistant 
to disease; more food value than other beans.

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Acne Trouble 
By Phyllis Wray 


LEMISHES bloom on our faces at 

this time of the year that have nothing 
to do with spring; unpleasant blemishes, 
bespeaking the rebellion of our systems 
against the unhealthy habits we fall into 
through the winter months. 


Cream should be used sparingly, if at 
all, during the time the face is marred by 
eruptions. The cream itself has no 


harmful effect, neither will it help, but the 
possibility of spreading the infections by 
creaming the face all over is very likely. 
A pure soap, preferably one of the medi- 
cated soaps, is the best method of cleansing 
where acne exists. 
Good Soaping First 

\ JORK the soap in the palms of the 

hands until a good lather is present, 
then spread the lather over the face. Mas- 
sage it in gently, dipping the hands in warm 
water several times to help its action. Rinse 
with warm water first, then a good brisk 
sponging with clear, cold water. If some 
of the pustules seem ready to open, cover 
the fingertips with cotton dipped in 
alcohol or any antiseptic solution and 
gently express the contents. Touch the 
spot with an antiseptic. In cleaning out a 
pustule be most careful to prevent spread- 
ing the infective matter to other portions 
of the skin. Some healing salve should be 
applied to the eruptions and left on over- 
night. Your druggist should be consulted 
as to the selection of salve. 

When the face has cleared you will, of 
course, return to your regular method of 
cleansing and softening the skin. But 
make certain that you do it regularly. Be 
particularly thorough in your cleansing, 
whether you use soap and water or cream, 
or both, for this purpose. If, during the 
time you are treating your skin for acne 
as outlined above, it becomes dry or irri- 
tated, you may apply a soothing lotion. 
Put some of the lotion on a piece of cotton 
and daub it on your face gently. Don’t 
ever rub it over the skin surface. 


Stir Up the Circulation 


OW for getting down to the cause. It’s 

simply a case of whipping up your 
whole system to a new and livelier tune. At 
some time during the day, each day, walk 
at least a mile in the open. Make it a 
brisk, uplifting walk. Wear comfortable, 
sturdy shoes, hold your head high, shoul- 
ders back, sing amusing little songs to 
yourself—songs that have the rhythm of a 
swinging step. Put your household tasks 
aside for a few minutes each morning and 
afternoon and indulge in two or three 
simple bending and trunk twisting exer- 
cises. Turn on the radio and do them to 
music. It’s more fun and more stimu- 
lating. 

A few minutes of sun each day is an 
excellent tonic for an erupted skin. Turn 
your face to its healing rays, unless you’re 
the freckly type. And remember the im- 
portance of the daily soap and warm 
water bath. This is the only way of clear- 
ing the skin of the waste matter that is 
expelled through the pores and the dust 
that settles on, and clings to, the skin sur- 
face. After the bath a brisk rub with a 
turkish towel will cause the blood to flow 
swifter, cleaner, and this is essential to a 
clear, healthy skin. 

And as to the menu—lean meats, fresh 
fruit juices, tomato juice, leafy vegetables, 
milk, whole wheat breads, fruit—these are 
the foods for the lady who would keep 
healthy and clear of skin, therefore happy.

Wind-Made Power 
By J. Leo Ahart 


HERE are now a few well engineered 


commercial wind-electric plants on the | 


market. Many years of conscientious de- 
velopment are behind these plants. The 
early faults and weaknesses have been 
‘ironed out.”’ The biggest step forward 
has been the general adoption of the airfoil 
propeller. Constant voltage variable 
speed generators have greatly improved 
the plants. Where the farmer has his 
house already wired and has a good tower 
and storage battery, wind-made current 
can be had on a very reasonable outlay. 

One may expect longer battery life with 
a wind-driven plant for the reason that a 
large part of the current used goes directly 
from the mill to the appliances being used. 
Any excess current goes to be stored in the 
battery. If enough current is not being 
generated to supply the appliances being 
used, the battery will supply what is 
needed. All this is taken care of auto- 
matically. A good wind plant will keep the 
battery nearly full most of the time. This 
tends to prevent the sulphation of acid 
battery plates. The iron-alkali type of 
battery is not affected by this factor. 

It is advisable to use a larger battery 
than commonly used with engine-driven 
sets. We use a 375 ampere-hour size and 
find it entirely adequate. The wind plant 
which will produce enough current in July 
and August—the two months of lowest 
wind in most sections of the country—will 
certainly supply enough current during 
the rest of the year. Fortunately the

the periods of smallest lighting loads.

the pole on either side of the window 
frame and let the side hangings be over 
the wall, not cutting out any of the light 
from the window. This will make the 
window seem much wider in proportion. 
If the window is too long and narrow, 
a valance across the top will help to cut 
off some of the height. Glass curtains 
should always be sill length. 

In choosing fabrics consider not only 
the usual drapery materials but also the 
many others that may be found on the 
dress goods counter. Never buy curtain 
material without holding it up to the 
light to see what its appearance will be in 
position, and also try it under artificial 
light. Unbleached cotton with colored 
bands is excellent in many places, while 
brightly checked ginghams for the kitchen 
and bathroom can not be excelled.

green alfalfa. By mid-afternoon the mow- 
ers had gotten ahead and the trucks were 
able to keep the drier well supplied. 
Small trucks have been found most suit- 
able here, as at the Walker-Gordon farms. 
The green alfalfa is windrowed with side 
delivery rake and put on the trucks with 
hay-loader. About 800 acres of alfalfa are 
cured at this plant. The total output is 
between 2,000 and 2,500 tons of dried 
alfalfa meal, of which around 125 tons are 
fed to the Guernsey herd on the farm. 

It takes longer to dry alfalfa in these 
tunnel driers. The fireman and the super- 
intendent both told me the time required 
for a forkful of alfalfa to go from the truck 
into the bag as dried alfalfa meal is about 
an hour. Coal supplies the heat; the tem- 
perature is kept at 290°—no matter 
whether the hay is wet or dry. If wet, the 
alfalfa is fed in slowly so that there is a 
thin mattress on the metal belt; if dry, it 
is fed in faster to make a thicker mattress. 

With hay well wilted, a mattress nine 
inches thick is not unusual, the fireman 
assured me. Under such conditions the 
drying plant will turn out as much as two 
and one-half tons an hour, though the 
average output is around a ton an hour.

Seeds and Seeding 


NOTHER step has been taken by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture to 
minimize the ill-effects of last summer’s 
disastrous drought. The Department, 
through the Federal Seed Conservation 
Committee, is using emergency funds 
to assist in seed-treating campaigns in 
drought states. In each state which co- 
operates the work will be under the 
immediate direction of the State Extension 
Service. 

The danger of spreading smuts and other 
plant diseases by seed has never been 
greater. At least six mid-western states 
have little seed of the common grains. 
Others have partial supplies. Thousands 
of bushels of seed must be shipped in from 
other states, sometimes from as far away 
as 2,000 miles in order to get seed of 
reasonably well adapted varieties.

I would 
not have thought anybody would be 
thinking of going into the business under 
the circumstances, but of course they may

I sell all my certified seed to the south 


of Elmwood Farm, and deliver as much as | 
| possible by truck. That is the only way I 


find I can guard against bruises and other 
rough treatment. 

The ordinary railroad or trucking com- 
pany loader knows little about handling 
seed spuds carefully, and cares less.

RY method of inoculating legume seed 

is unsatisfactory, tests at the Ohio 
Station show.

are announced in a new bulletin just off the 
press at the College of Agriculture, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, at Urbana. It is No. 
411, “Illinois Corn Performance Tests— 
Results for 1934.” 

For the first time in the official history 
of corn improvement tests, the different 
varieties were ranked not on yield alone 
but on their total average for four different 
points: (1) lodging resistance, (2) quality 
of the grain, (3) total yield and, (4) sound 
yield. Of 177 different kinds of corn in- 
cluded in the 13 field tests in 12 different 


localities over the state, 45 were open- | 


pollinated varieties and 132 were hybrids. 

The best commercial hybrids were far 
superior to the open-pollinated varieties, 
but even the best commercial hybrids 
were outdone by the better experimental 
hybrids. Evidently corn growing still 
holds forth the promise of newer and 
better things. On ten fields where com- 
parisons were possible, the five best ex- 


perimental hybrids had a performance | 


rating of 96.5 as an average for the four 
points previously mentioned. The five 


| best commercial hybrids had a rating of 
| 86 and the five open-pollinated varieties 
Many of the hybrids stood 


a score of 71.7. 
up outstandingly well against the drought, 
heat and chinch bugs of 1934. 


GC. The urge to buy new machinery this 
spring will be no greater than the tempta- 
tion (and the danger) of overcrowding 
pastures because of the shortage of feed. 


q April 21—Easter. Exchanging col- 
ored eggs as symbols of the resurrection 
is one of the oldest of Easter customs. 
From time immemorial eggs have been 
used to represent the new birth of the 
springtide. 


G. What’s that old superstition that if 
it rains on Easter it will rain the seven 
succeeding Sundays? Only wet, cold 
weather in May and June can keep chinch 
bugs from being even worse than they 
were last year in the corn belt. When the 
corn crop in a region like the middle west 
is threatened, it directly or indirectly 
affects to some degree almost everybody 
in the country who grows, buys, sells or 


| uses corn in any form. 


GC. Fortunately, agricultural science is 
doing something about this, too. Profes- 
sor W. P. Flint, chief entomologist of the 
Illinois State Natural History Survey, 
and his fellow workers at the College of 
Agriculture, University of Illinois, have 


| perfected, tested and announced a new 
| chinch-bug barrier which is made of paper. 


It is cheaper, more effective and easier to 
maintain than the ordinary type of barrier 
made by throwing up a furrow and then 
running a thin line of creosote along the 
top of the furrow slice. The new method 
also has been tested out in experiments at 
Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa. 

The chief feature of this new barrier is 
long, four-inch strips of corrugated or tar 
felt paper soaked in creosote or melted 
naphthalene. Stood up edgewise, these 
strips are strung around the field in such 


| a way that the bottom two inches are 


held in a ridge of dirt, leaving two inches 
exposed to keep the bugs from crawling 
into the corn. The strips of paper have 
to be renewed, but the new method takes 
only about half the material of the old 


| method and makes a better barrier.
